Llewellyn Faction Will Appeal 
to Supreme Court from Hold- 
ing of Court of Appeals 





PORTRUM’S OPINION RE- 
VERSES LOWER COURT 
The lawsuit between rival 
factions of the Church of God, 
with Headquarters in this city, 
reached its third stage Saturday, 
when Judge Portrum, 
court of civil appeals, in a deci- 
sion rendered, held that in 
adopting a constitution and 


placing the government of that 
denomination in the hands of 
elders, the faith and practice of 


the church, which had originally 
started out on a plan of con- 
gregutionalism, had changed its 
policy, thereby rendering the 
constitution adopted illegal and 
of no effect. The reversing of 
the decree of the chancery 
court, in effect, throws the con- 
trol of the church name and 
property back into the hands of 
A. J. Tomlinson and associates. 
The case will now be appealed 
to the arbitration of the su- 
preme court, forty-five days be- 
ing given the Llewellyn faction 
in which to prepare their appeal. 

Judge Portrum, in his opinion, 
says: 

“The suit was between fac- 
tions of the Church of God, aris- 
ing over the adoption of a writ- 
ten constitution, which is claim- 
ed changed the faith and prac- 
tice of the Church. Prior to its 
adoption the church was con- 
gregational in government, with 
the right recognized in every 
member to interpret the Scrip- 
ture free from all man-made 
creeds and traditions. 


“Under the provisions of the 
constitution, the church govern- 
ment was changed from a con- 
gregational to an episcopacy, 
the individual being denied the 
right to interpret the Scriptures 
and a body composed of twelve 
and seventy elders given papal 
authority in this respect. 

“The changes were both radi- 
cal and fundamental,” states the 
opinion, “‘and therefore that fac- 
tion which is led by A. J. Tom- 
linson and which clings to the 
original faith and practice and 
which has repudiated the con- 
stitution, is entitled to retain the 
church name and administer 
and have possession of the prop- 
erty held in common by all the 
churches, located at -headquar- 
ters at Cleveland. “ 

“Any one (or all) of the ma- 
jority who has’ advocated the 
constitution under a misappre- 
hension that it did not change 
the faith and practice, is not 
estopped but may return to the 
church with full right as a mem- 
ber of the general assembly of 
the church. 


“The Llewellyn faction has. 


failed to establish that Tomlin- 
son was a defaulter of church 
money, nor to show that he is 
indebted in any amount to the 
church. The original bill, except 
in one small particular, is dis- 
missed and the cross-bill is sus- 
tained, the case reversed and 
remanded.” 

It is very plain that the court 
of civil appeals holds that each 
church has a right to govern its 
own affairs, and consequently 
has a right to choose its allegi- 
ance to a governing body. It is 
therefore apparent that this

600 congregations will stack up 
if this decision stands fast. It is 
practically certain, as it has 
been for a considerable time 
past, that the two wings will 
never come together, and pre- 
sumably each division will be 
permitted to select its own name 
and adopt its own policy, and 
under this decision each local 
church will be permitted, appar- 
ently, to choose its allegiance to 
one or the other faction. 

As to the matter of publishing 
house and other property here, 
the indications are that it will 
make but little difference as to 
which faction this shall fall. For, 
while the property value is con- 
sidered, it is certain that the 
main item of advantage will be 
in the line of cleavage, for these 
properties will be comparatively 
valueless unless backed up by 
the support of a majority of the 
‘local churches, 

As to the aspect of the future 
course of the suit in the su- 
preme court, each faction seems 
equally confident of winning 
there. Attorneys for the two 
sides have given out the decla- 
ration that they are sure to win. 
In the meantime, the Tomlinson 
faction is jubilant over the de- 
cree, but while they are rejoicing 
over the victory they have won 
in the court of appeals, the 
property will still continue in the 
charge of the other faction till 
the final decision of the courts is 
received, which will probably be 
several months distant.

We will not try to discuss this 
subject in full and take time and 
space to declare all the joy and 
glory of the resurrection and the 
gain for the redeemed soul the 
home not made with hands, for 
in losing home here (if we have 
any) we gain a getter one. If we 
have not we gain one. In all we 
lose we gain far better in the 
‘world to come, through the pow- 
er of the resurrection. 

The special point we desire to 
notice is the resurrection of the 
body. First we notice, all will be 
résurrected. In John 5:28, 29. 
Marvel not at this: for the hour 
is coming, in the which all that 
are in the graves shall hear his 
voice, and shall come forth: 
they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the 
resurrection of damnation. The 
just and the unjust together are 
to come forth in the same body. 
The righteous to be renovated. 
‘ Who shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body. Phil. 3: 
20,21. For this corruptible must 
put on incorruption, and this 
mortal put on immortality 
1 Cor. 15:53-55. 

This is speaking of the just, 
nothing mentioned as to the 
nature of the unjust how they 
shall be, but they are to be 
resurrected likewise with the 
just. And to be able to be among 
the just, and resurrection to life, 
we must be changed here, but if 
the Spirit of him that raised up 
Jes from the dead dwell in 
you, he that raised up Christ 
from the dead shall also quick- 
en your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. 
Rom. 8:11. 

Now back to the thought of the 
resurrection of our bodies. Noth- 
ing dies save that which was 
made of dust of the earth. Dust 
thou art and to dust thou shalt 
return, and the resurrection to 
life signifies a pre-existing state 
of death. In the absence of 
either of these there can be no 
resurrection. 

James said, For the body 
without the spirit is dead. James 
2:26. It is the body that dies. 
The soul never dies, it lives on 
somewhere, the spirit or life 
‘goes back to God who gave it. 
Soul and body are united at the 
resurrection of the dead body. 
As it is the body only that dies, 
it follows that it is the body that 
is resurrected. Peter will not be 
Paul in the resurrection, neither 
will David (who said I shall be 
satisfied, when I awake, with 
thy likeness. Psalms 17:15) 
be Job (who said and though af- 
ter my skin worms destroy this 
body yet.in my flesh shall I see 
God, whom I shall see for my- 
self, and mine eyes, shall behold,
